2. In approaching this, we considered a number of al- 
ternatives involving wider dissemination and discussed the 
problems with appropriate NFAC offices. We all agreed that 
there would be some very considerable problems involved in 
trying to make all unclassified publications available to 
everyone on the Hill. The present proposal, which we feel 
is manageable, would accomplish what the Director wants to 
do without establishing an elaborate direct mailing opera- 
tion or otherwise straining the bureaucratic machinery. 

3. We would be happy to discuss this with you if you 
wish but would like to send the proposal forward through 
your office to the Director by 11 April.

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oversight role. In addition, we service all ad hoc Con- 
gressional requests for unclassified material. Many members, 
however, rarely see these publications and are not aware of 
the wide range: of information available. We have looked at 
a variety of ways in which this situation might be improved. 

Because cf manpower constraints, the most workable 

Option would fce to provide unclassified publications directly 

to the 88 members of the committees and subcommittees with 

a CIA oversight role. The program would be initiated by a 

letter from you to each selected member (Attachment 1). 

The letter would offer the member the chance to receive 

regularly one or more of our periodical publications — sjch 

as the FACTBOOK — >-as well as those portions of our ad hoc 

unclassified output which are of interest to him. It is 
f 

pointed out in the letter that we are not equipped to handle 
constituent requests for unclassified publications. 

This program would attempt to achieve the goal of 
increased use of CIA's unclassified publications by fo- 
cusing on the congressmen and senators with the most 
reason to be interested in the Agency's work. The result 
would be that ^ey members would have an opportunity to get 
better acquainted with the quality an d range of our un —

classified publications program. The NFAC Congressional 
Support Staff (CSS) would screen out publications of

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limited interest to reduce the possibility of complaints about 
h e CXA spending its time ano money on obscure projects* 

CSS would continue to service all ad hoc Conoressional 
requests for unclassified material as it does now. If a 
member of Congress not included in the recommended program 
should ask to subscribe regularly to CIA unclassified pub- 
lications, the request would be honored. In this way, we 
would expect the subscription list to grow of its own ac- 
cord. After acquiring some experience with the recommended 
program, however, we would want to look into the possibility 
of further expanding the list of subscribers. 

3. Recommendation; That you approve the plan whereby 
the members of House and Senate committees and subcommittees 

with a CIA oversight role would be offered the opportunity

to receive unclassified CIA publications on a regular basis.

While it is. vitally necessary to maintain the 
security of intelligence that is truly sensitive, it is 
possible to make other information and analysis available 
on an unclassified basis and thus to contribute to the 
public's understanding of important issues. 

If it would be useful to you, we are prepared to send 
you our unclassified publications on a regular basis. To 
give you an idea of what would be involved, there were 152 
unclassified publications in 1S77. A number of these are 
periodicals, such as the Economic Indicators Weekly Review. 
Other ad hoc publications deal with topics such as 
the Soviet leadership, the Chinese economy, and the 
world energy outlook. 
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You may wish to select those areas of particular 
interest to you or you may wish to receive all, of ‘our - " 
unclassified publications. Please indicate your preference 
on the attached reply form. Unfortunately, we do not 
have the facilities to service constituent requests 
for unci a ss i f ied CIA material. You may, however, wish 
to direct your constituents to the Document Expediting 
Service of the Library of Congress, through which 
CIA's unclassified publications may be ordered.
